When such rates are protested against 


one is immediately met with an array 
of figures showing the profits that muy 
rossibly be realized from careful culti- 
vation of the same, and from an excep- 
tionally favorable condition of the mar- 
tct. It is of course proper to take into 
consideration to a certain extent the 
capabilities of the soil that is offered for 
sale, but when this leads to demanding 
two or three hundred times as much for 
the land as it originally cost it seems 
altogether too much like discounting the 
fntnre at a most ruinous rate. 


In those sections where irrigation is 


practiced the assertion is frequently 
made that it is not tbe land that brings 
the high price, but the water. Let us 
inquire into this matter. 
Experience 


shows that the cost of securing a water 
supply and constructing ditches to lead 
it upon a given tract of land varies 
widely, according to location. In Colo- 
rado, where the irrigation works are on 
a large scale, the cost is from $5 to $6 
per acre. In Kansas it is but $2 51). 
In Kern, Fresno and Tolare counties 
the cost of putting water upon some 
very large tracts was from $2 50 to $1
